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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed March 12, 2001, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

Any request for reconsideration must be submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail 
date of this decision.

The Notice set a 
period for reply of two (2)- months from the mail date of the "Notice; No extensions of time under 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a) were obtained. Accordingly, the aboVe-identified application 
became abandoned on July 4, 2001. 

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) must be accompanied by: 

(1) the required reply, 

(2) the petition fee, and 

(3) a statement that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply 
until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional. 

The instant petition lacks items (1) and (2). 

As to (1), the amount of the filing fee due is determined at the time the filing fee is paid in full.

As to (3), petitioner should state word for word or very similarly, "The-eritire delay in filing the
